GIVING INSTRUCTIONS 
COMMAND SYNTAX 

Full use of nouns verbs. adjectives. adverbs and prépositions is allowed. where 
relèvent to the game, as m standard English usage but note the following - 
1 If you make a mistake m the command line before you press ENTER, you can 
delete part or ail of the line usmg DELETE 

2 The command décoder will understand simple verb and noun commands if you 
wish. but you will have to be spécifie if the omission of an adjective could be 
ambiguous EG Imagine there are two buttons on a pièce of equipment. a red one 
and a green one say Obviously just saymg "PRESS BUTTON" would be insufficient 
You would have to say "PRESS THE GREEN BUTTON" or "PRESS THE RED 
BUTTON" 

3 You are allowed to omit the word THE' if you wish
